More mnney 
is spent on adve lug skin and boıly 
preparations than on any other proulucls. 


As far as advertising budgels are con- 


rerned, howcver, an enormous rlfforenca 


exisls belween lhe varlous coınpanies lı 
this industry. A lolal ?50 million Marks 
was spenl lasl year on advertising. This 
represenledl one sixtlı of oveıill lurnover. 

In adverlising outlay therelore Ihe 
cosmetics mdusiry is sıuırpassedl only by 
ihe cigaretle and washing agenls indust- 
rles, Manufacturars of major brands spend 
up lo fifty per cent of their procecıls on 
advertlsing. Many small manutaclurers 
dispense entirely wilh aGverllsing, but 
generally speuking û caınpany lhat sels 
out to reach consumers al hııme and abroad 
needs an advertising buılgyel of at leusl 
one million Marks, 

The casmelics Induslry is nol, how- 
ever, a domaltı of lhe glanis, firms whi 
are well known on lhe sirenglh uf thelr 
advertising alone. The ludustry mnploys 
30,000 wurkers, ant the majorlly slill 
work fur small anf medium-size coım- 
panics which do nol markel branded ar- 
ucles, Lacking lheir own tnarketling urga- 
nisalions, these cıumpaniés usually sell

Limiled spending will not 
brake the economy 


Fiulher alucatiuns and thr iemilıye of 
cammllmeuls take over froin ile pre. 
vious year whlch were appended to the 
{16 budget carresponel roughly with tha 
amount Ihat has nnw been saved. A bııcl- 
jet of 2,400 ınillion Mlarks is still eight 
per cent greater than tlıat of the previous 
year. 


Such an increase in expenditıre Is of 
course not conlrary lû economic lrends 
in Ihê sense Ihat barriers are lring set 
up aqûiıst an unwrlcoms houın Iu tho 
econany. Presnuing an incrcase in lhe 
natlonal product of seven per cent, lhe 
Federal lnıdget would la nelther stmula- 
Liva nor repressive. H would not qlve 
further incentives to the economy and t1 
would nol throw a dampening hlanket of 
rosirictllons on some sectors, If the gov- 
eIınmentl really wants to apply brakes, 
Hl musl take wore severe measures, 


This probably wouid only be the be- 
ginning al a series of problems, Hitherto, 
dispules bhelween tle various ministrlcs 
ayar the distribution of frozen budgetary 
reserves were fairly mill because the
